Through the National Chit-' 
dren’s Fund, maintained by: con- 
tributions from more than 19;000,- 
000 members of the junior organi- 
zation, the first printing unit is 
peing sent to Norway. 

It includes. an office style com- 
posing machine with two complete: 
sets of three kinds of type and a. 
‘foreign language typewriter; one 
duplicating camera with picture 
plate-making equipment and other 
supplies such as arc lamps; dupli- 
cating machine and plates, as well 
as ink, stapling machines, special 
pencils and photographic develop- 
ing materials. 





Later three other. sections of 
Europe will receive similar print- 
ing units. Each will be marked 
wth a small metal plaque bearing 
the statement: “Gift of the Schools 
of the United States of America 
through the American Junior Red 
Cross.” 

In the beginning, trained foreign 
representatives of the manufactur- 
ers will go to Norway to set up 
the first printing and duplicating 
units. They will also show Nor- 
wegian instructors how to operate 
the machinery. y 

Then the Norwegian instructors 
will share the printing ‘“know- 
| now” with older students so that 
they can help with the textbooks 
and other printed materials for 
their schools. : 

School men from the three other 
sections of Burope scheduled to re- 
| ceive their own printing outfits 
j will then go to Norway to study 
the production methods; so they 
ES be able to set up their own. 





After current school needs for 
books are met, the printing ma- 
chinery will be used by Junior Red 
Cross Societies in Europe for print- 
ing their own magazines, pamph- 
lets and program materials.

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High Court Upholds Press 
Freedom As In the Past— 


Periodically, there starts a wave of attempts to limit the 
amount of criticism or comment that a newspaper can print 
and it usually takes the Supreme Court of the United States 
to remind us that the freedom of the press is a sacred right 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

The most recent example of this was in the decision of 
the court in the conviction of three Corpus Christi, Tex.. 
newspapermen. They were sentenced to three days in jail 
by Texas Judge Joe D. Browning, who ruled that articles they 
wrote were ‘contemptuous’. The Supreme court threw out 
these convictions and again did its part in upholding press 
freedom. 

Justice Douglas, who wroie the majority decision, put it 
very aptly when he said that a judge may not hold anyone 
in contempt for only saying things which tend “to make him 
unpopular or to belittle him”. ; 

We hope that Judge Brown in Texas and others like him 
will take the time to re-read the Constitution, particularly 
the Bill of Rights, and try to understand it, because appar- 
ently the Supreme court does.
